tending  towards  their  intellectual  and  moral  improvement 
should  be  liberally  given,  the  writer,  in  presenting  this  book- 
to  the  public,  is  actuated  by  no  greater  motive  than  to  make 
known  the  wants  of  this  people  to  the  friends  of  suffering 
humanity,  and  to  report  with  such  accuracy  the  opinions 
expressed  by  thousands  of  the  most  distinguished  men  of 
church  and  state,  that  this  work  may  find  a  place  in  the 
chamber  and  parlor  of  mothers  and  children,  as  well    as   the 


office  of  the  private  or  public  men  of  business;  and  inasmuch

PART  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

[From  the  Congressional  Record.] 
MANUAL    LABOR    ASSOCIATION. 

Mr.  Cox,  of  New  York.  I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  present  the 
petition  of  a  number  of  very  respectable  colored  men  who  desire  to 
have  their  petition  spread  upon  the  record.  It  is  brief,  and  I  hope 
there  will  be  no  objection  to  printing  it  in  the  Record  without  the 
signatures. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  petition  of  N.  M.  Mitchhell  and 
others,  of  the  Manual  Labor  Orphan's  Relief  School  and  National  In- 
dustrial Arts  Association,  for  an  act  of  incorporation  and  for  material 
aid  in  establishing  institutions  of  the  above  title  in  certain  States,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor,  and  ordered  to  be 
printed  in  the  Record. 

The  petition  is  as  follows  : 

Petition  of  Noah  Madison  Mitchell  and  others,  of  the  Manual  Labor 
Orphans'  Relief  School  and  National  Industrial  Arts  Association, 
praying  for  an  act  of  incorporation  and  material  aid  in  establishing 
institutions  of  the  above  title  in  certain  States  to  encourage  educa- 
tion and  industry  among  the  colored  race,  and  for  other  purposes ; 
accompanied  with  certificates  from  the  governors  of  States,  mayors 
and  other  officials  of  cities  and  towns,  ministers  of  churches,  princi- 
pals of  public  schools,  academies,  and  colleges,  judges,  members  of 
the  bar  associations,  bankers,  and  business  men  of  all  classes,  approv- 
ing the  enterprise  and  commending  it  as  one  of  national  utility  and 
worthy  of  national  favor  and  material  aid. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled : 

We,  the  undersigned  petitioners,  believing  that  the  welfare  of  the 
nation  and  the  peace,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of  our  common  coun- 
try depend  upon  the  intellectual,  moral,  and  industrial  training  of  the 
people  who  are  to  constitute  the  future  subjects  as  well  as  administra- 
tors of  government ;  and 

Whereas  a  large  surplus  of  children  of  both  sexes  and  races,  and 
especially  those  whom  we  have  the  honor  in  part  to  represent  belonging 
to  the  emancipated  race,  many  of  whose  parents  are  suffering  from 
old  age  and  infirmity,  and  some  of  whom  among  your  petitioners  have 
lost  the  results  of  their  most  prosperous  years  of  earnings  since  eman- 
cipation by  the  fall  of  the  Freedmen's  National  Savings  Bank,  there- 
by greatly  discouraging  them  in  their  efforts  toward  moral,  social,  and 
intellectual  elevation,  and  leaving  their  children  destitute  both  of 
facilities  and  incentives  to  such  educational  improvement  as  is  essen- 
tial to  good  citizenship,  and  therefore  an  easy  prey  to  ignorance,  idle- 
ness, vagrancy,  and  crime ;  and  believing  the  relief  of  such  a  class  and 
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the  removal  of  such  tendency  to  vice  and  consequent  danger  to  the 
future  peace,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of  the  Republic  to  be  a  work 
commended  of  God  and  approved  by  all  good  men,  have  organized  a 
Manual  Labor  and  Orphans'  Relief  School  and  National  Industrial  Arts 
Association  for  the  improvement  of  the  moral,  mental,  social,  and  indus- 
trial condition  of  the  colored  people  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
It  is  proposed  to  teach  our  sons  and  daughters  trades,  mechanic 
arts,  agriculture,  household  training,  and  like  pursuits,  as  well  as  to 
to  instruct  them  in  the  common  branches  of  an  English  education; 
thereby  rendering  them  honest  and  useful  citizens.  And  having  pro- 
cured lands  and  already  begun  the  initial  work  with  great  certainty  of 
success,  and  having  the  favor  of  hundreds  of  the  most  earnest  and  in- 
telligent people  of  the  country  both  in  church  and  state,  we,  the 
officers  and  members  of  said  association,  therefore,  upon  the  com- 
mendations of  the  many  high  characters  of  the  land  who  bespeak  for 
this  cause  your  earnest  and  favorable  consideration,  pray  your  honor- 
able bodies  to  adopt  the  following  : 

A  bill  to  incorporate  the  Manual  Labor  Orphans'  Relief  School  and 
National  Industrial  Arts  Association  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  Noah  M.  Mitchell, 
Lewis  W.  Brown,  Thomas  Hayward,  John  Baker,  Henry  Allen,  Albert 
Caldwell,  John  H.  Little,  Peter  M.  Williams,  William  F.  Smith,  Dennis 
C.  Curtis,  and  others,  are  hereby  created,  with  their  associates  and 
successors,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession, 
under  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  "  The  Manual  Labor  Orphans'  Relief 
School  and  National  Industrial  Arts  Association  of  the  United  States 
of  America,"  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  with  in  their  corporate  name, 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  may  alter  and  change  the  same  at 
will,  and  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  aforesaid  the  said  association 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  receive  funds  and  donations, 
including  lands  and  such  effects  as  may  be  designed  to  promote  the 
end  for  which  the  association  is  created. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  object  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the 
care  of  destitute  colored  people,  especially  unfortunate  and  destitute 
children  of  the  colored  race,  and  the  instruction  of  such  persons  by 
teaching  them  trades,  the  mechanic  arts,  agriculture,  household  train- 
ing, and  like  pursuits,  as  well  as  to  instruct  them  in  the  common 
branches  of  an  English  education,  thereby  rendering  them  honest, 
frugal,  industrious,  and  useful  citizens. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  president, 
vice-president,  recording  secretary,  corresponding  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  a  board  of  managers  or  trustees,  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  nine  persons,  to  be  elected  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
are  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  association  : 
Provided,  That  the  election  of  said  officers  shall  take  place  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  of  each  year. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  officers  shall  perform  all  the  duties  usually 
appertaining  to  their  respective  offices  in  similar  organizations  and  as 
prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  the  association  ;  and  they  shall  give 
bonds  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  regarded  reasonable  and  necessary  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty  under  the  provisions  or  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  association. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  association 
upon  the  payment  of  $10  into  the  treasury  thereof,  to  whom  a  certifi- 
cate of  membership,  issued  by  the  secretary,  shall  be  given,  in  accorrf- 
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ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  Life-membership  cer- 
tificates may  be  obtained  upon  payment  of  825  ;  and  all  persons  holding 
such  certificates  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  all 
other  members  under  this  act  of  incorporation  and  in  conformity  with 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  aforesaid. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  association  shall  be  $1  50,000, 
which  may  be  increased  by  a  vote  of  the  association  when  found 
necessarv,  in  order  to  extend  branch  associations  into  other  States. 
And  the  said  association  shall,  by  their  incorporate  name,  be  capable 
by  law  of  holding  and  conveying  any  real  and  personal  estate  whatever 
which  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  object  and  purposes  of  the 
association. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  regular  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  held 
annuallv  on  the  first  Monday  in  January. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  regular  meetings,  or  upon  call  of  the  president  and 
board  of  managers,  under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  provided  in  the 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

Sec.  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  association  authorized  by 
this  act  to  publish  annually  a  full  report  of  its  financial  condition  and 
showing  detailed  statements  of  all  its  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  9.  That  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  this  asso- 
ciation may  be  provided,  containing  blank  certificates,  form  of  sub- 
scription, and  marginal  record,  as  follows  :

THE    ADDRESS    OF    PROFESSOR    MITCHELL, 

Founder  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Fifteen,  representing  the 

interests  of  the 
Colored  Orphans'  Relief  School  and  National  Industrial 

Art  Association  of  America, 
To    encourage   Education  and  Industry  among  the  Colored  Race,   and 
especially   in    the    South,  amid  the  Emancipated  Millions  before  the 
L  ommittee  on  Education  and  Labor,  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentali7'cs  of  the   United  States  of  America,  February   \\th,  1879 
at  11   a.m. 

Mr.  Mitchell  said : 

Mr.  Chairman,  as  the  chairman  of  the  committee  aforesaid,  I  am 
authorized  by  the  same  to  tender  their  heartfelt  thanks  to  you  for 
granting  us  a  hearing,  after  a  patient  waiting— asking,  seeking,  and 
knocking — knowing,  too,  that  your  committee  are  composed  of  gen- 
tlemen connected  with  other  committees  of  the  House  of  Congress 
which  demand  an  equal  proportion  of  their  time,  besides  being  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  of  the  great  influx  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
including  constituents,  asking  favors  and  hospitalities  at  the  hand  of 
the  national  representatives  of  a  country — which,  notwithstanding  its 
juniority,  are  the  most  intelligent  and  wealthiest,  although  its  repre- 
sentatives, both  local  and  national,  are  paid  less  than  any  government 
on  the  globe,  and  perform  greater  labor  as  public  servants. 

The  enterprise  set  forth  in  the  petition,  as  introduced  by  Hon.  S.  S. 
Cox,  New  York,  January  21st,  and  printed  in  the  Journal  on  the  22d 
of  the  same  month,  as  represented  by  us,  is  one  having  for  its  object 
the  moral,  social,  mental,  and  industrial  improvement  of  our  people. 
We  are  emancipated,  educated  since  the  war,  having  no  political  favors 
to  ask  at  the   hand   of  any  political   parties,  for  either  ourselves  or 
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friends,  but  as  ministers  of  the  Gospel  seek  only  the  improvement  of 
our  race.  Not  through  emigration,  or  migration,  which  should  not  be 
prevented  if  desired  on  the  part  of  those  wishing  it,  but  as  a  race 
whose  lot  has  been  cast  here  by  a  kind  Providence,  whose  destiny 
must  be  worked  out  on  this  line,  who  has  as  much  business  here  as 
any  other  race  under  heaven,  from  the  fact  of  having  contributed 
much  to  render  the  country'  what  it  is  to-day;  and  who  believes  that 
the  country  are  somewhat  indebted  to  us  as  such,  this  being  one  of 
the  first  steps  that  can  be  taken  in  that  way,  we  come  before  you  ask- 
ing that  the  request  set  forth  in  the  petition  referred  to  you  for  con- 
sideration, be  granted,  Requesting  your  patient,  earnest,  and  favor- 
able consideration  of  this  important  subject,  your  petitioners  will  ever 
pray.  N.  Mitchell  and  others. 


HISTORY   OF   THE   PROJECTOR    OF  THIS  WORK. 

Mr.  N.  M.  Mitchell,  the  author  of  this  enterprise,  was  born  at  Beau- 
fort, S.  C.  in  the  year  1833,  and  although  a  slave,  and  debarred  by 
statute  from  attending  school,  he  evinced  in  his  early  life  a  remark- 
able taste  for  education,  and  despite  of  every  opposition  used  every 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  limited  degree  of  it.  In  1858.  his  owner  be- 
coming bankrupt,  he  and  a  brother,  with  ten  others,  were  sold.  He  was 
bought  by  an  Alabama  farmer,  in  which  State  he  lived  until  emanci- 
pated in  1865,  at  Mobile.  Mr.  Mitchell,  as  a  slave,  a  farmer,  and  a 
mechanic,  in  hiring  his  time  when  allowed  to  do  so,  has  paid  on  an 
average  of  $25  to  $50  per  month  to  his  owners,  and  up  to  the  time  of 
his  freedom  he  had  paid  upwards  c'  $10,000  in  this  way.  He  was 
never  in  public  life.  Although  twice  elected  justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
Sixth  Ward,  in  Mobile,  he  refused  to  serve,  believing  that  he  could  be 
of  more  use  to  his  people  in  their  new  condition  in  another  way. 
Every  name  herein  given,  including  many  that  are  omitted,  have  been 
visited  by  him  personally.  He  is  indorsed  by  many  of  the  leading 
colleges  as  a  scholar,  as  herein  appears.
